Augmenting the Manure Heap.

cital of an intefligent pet is not intelli- 
gent, but what is a natural consequence, he has suc- 
ceeded in making a farm (which hitherto has been re- 
garded of the most barren character) one of the most 
productive in the State. But to his recital. He 
lived near the sea coast where he had access to & muck 
bed. He hauled a large quantity of this into his yard 
during the months of August and September. This 
he spread over his yard, where it remained to be trod 
over by the cattle. At proper time he turned it 
over and threw it into flattened beds and hauled on to 
it a quantity of rockweed, which he found not far dis- 
tant. This was deposited in a thick layer over the 
surface of the muck and covered with the same, when 
it was suffered to decompose without drying up. Ear- 
ly the next spring he would chop it all over therough- 
ly with his hoe, which would cause it to heat ina 
moderate degree. It was now in good condition to 
use in the hill for corn. As he has been very success- 
ful in raising corn and wheat in a lecality where they 
are seldom attempted, we were quite particular to 
hear him describe his method of applying his manures. 
He stated that for raising corn he had his winter ma- 
nures carefully dug over so as to render them fine, 
and then syread it en his plowed ground, which he 
then cultivated and harrewed in till one could not see 
the manure. We took particular notice of this fact, 
as we have long been convinced that suffivient atten- 
tion has not been given to the thorough mixing of ma- 
nures with the soil. He then put into the hilla 
shovelful of his compost manure. This has already 
been partially warmed up, and alittle addition of 
some concentrated manure willdoit no harm. He 
thus has heavy crops of corn, followed by a splendid 
crop of wheat, and then of hay, which continues for 
several successive years. This mode of preparing the 


and our Brother Man. 
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Converting Sap into Sugar and Syrup. 


The sugar orchards of our State are becoming of 
great importance, and are second in value only to our 
orchards of fruit trees. During the past eight or ten 
years great care has been extended towards greves of 
sugar maples, and many farmers who have not a nat- 
ural growth of them have been induced to start plan- 


years. We can 


sugar maples that were just beginning te produce sap, 
simply because they interrupted a view of the road 
from one of his reoms! It was one of the first acts he 
performed after purchasing the farm, and we hope he 
has sincerely repented of it since. Repentance, how- 
ever, in this case, cannot restore the beautiful grove, 
but the act can serve as a warning to all others, and 
perhaps induee many who are guilty of as bad treat- 
ment to sugar maples, to make some amends by start- 
ing a new growth to benefit somebody in the future. 
If we should ever go back to that old farm to spend 
our days,—a thing not probable, but nevertheless one 
that often enters into our day-dreams of the future,— 
the first thing we should do would be to re-plant that 
grove of maples on the same spot where we saw it 
when a boy. 

But we took our pen to have a little practical talk 
on the method of making maple syrup and sugar, and 
have been betrayed into a long introduction. How- 
ever, to make amends for this, and to give our read- 
ers a better account of the process than we could write 
ourselves, the following extract from a correspondent 
in the Country Gentleman is presented to their no- 
tice: 

‘‘In tapping trees use a half-inch bit, never larger 
than a three-fourths, because nearly as much sap will 
be obtained in the season as from a larger bore, and 
the wound will heal over more readily. At the com- 
mencement of the season it is well to tap the tree on 
the south side. Frequently the sun will thaw the 
tree and start the sap several hours sooner than when 
on the north side. Bore the hole about two inches 
and a half te commence with, and after two or three 
weeks, drill an inch and a half more, which will make 
the wound four inches, which is about the proper 














soil has the advantage of giving a series of heavy 
crops with only one application of manure. This we 
conceive to be an important point to be kept in view 
in all our applications of manures, especially on clay 
and granitic soils, Such a recital as that, with the 
direct results before our eyes was worth more than a 
thousand windy speculative notions about manures. 
It showed us that a man in a favorable situation may 
largely add to his manure heap, and be able to sell 
his hay to pay his bills if need be. We recommend 
this matter of enlarging the manure heap, for the year 
to come. 





Thoughts towards Improvement, 


The present being a good time to adopt rules of 
wisdom, economy and prudence to guide the future 
operations of the farmer, we throw out two or three 
suggestions designed to aid, in some degree, the plans 
and labers of all our readers who would improve their 
condition. 

1. It was a sentiment of Dr. Johnson, ‘‘that he 
who waits to doa great deal of good at a time, will 
seldom do but little;’’ and it may be stated as a rule, 
admitting of but few exceptions, that the farmer who 
waits to perform improvements upon his farm or his 
buildings, upon a large scale, will in the end accom- 
plish but little. A farmer of wealth, or one who has 
money enough, can, of course, do what he likes, and 
when he pleases; but the great mass of our farmers 
are not in a condition to do this. Hence it is nesessa- 
ry that improvements should be made upon a small 
scale, but always with a view to future enlargement, 
s0 as to harmonize completely. It is the farmer who 
is constantly ‘‘fixing up’’ his buildings, improving 
his surroundings year by year, and making annual 
improvements of some kind upon his farm, who suc- 
ceeds best and has things in the most complete order. 

2. A plan to work by is necessary to all who would 
improve. It very often occurs, in making improve- 
ments, that where no plan has been first mapped out, 
the farmer finds that he has no idea of the cost or ex- 
tent of the operation, and that in a few years the very 
improvements he once made are obliged to be dis- 
plaved to give room to fature improvements, A judi- 
cious and well considered plan of working weuld obvi- 
ate all this expense and trouble. If you intend to 
make any alterations or improvements in your build- 
ings, or upon your farm, the coming season, first sit 
down and calculate what you want done, and how it 
needs to be accomplished, and after having considered 
it well, jot down upon paper a rough outline thereof, 
that you may have something to guide your labor in 
an intelligont manner. We will give one rule, which 
you may find of some value in determining what needs 
to be performed. It is this: 

8. Do that first which you most need done. This 
isa very simple rule, one already known to you no 
doubt, and yet there are many persons who, in mak- 
ing improvements, go just contrary from this. Look 
over your farm, see jwhat field needs draining first, 
what needs fencing; about your buildings see what 
must be done now, and what can be put off until next 
season, or a year after. Thus, by performing first the 
most pressing jobs in the line of improvements, you 
will have started right to accomplish a great deal in a 
comparatively short space of time, and will thank us 

for putting you upon the right track.

Setting out Apple Trees. 





We notice the fact that many farmers in this State 


are making arrangements to set out apple trees in the 


spring. We have seen in various places beautiful 
trees, smooth as a smelt and thrifty as they could be 


made to grow inthe New York nurseries, yet we 
could not help pitying them when we thought how 


many of them would be treated here in Maine. Too 


much attention can hardly be given to setting out 


young trees. Land should be as thoroughly tilled as 
would be necessary to raise a heavy crop of corn in 
order for young trees to grow. They need such kinds 
of manure as will promote woody growth. If you 
have a small tree that bears a few apples, though it 
may please you tosee them, yet it is almost a sure 
sign of early decay, and if you could pluck up courage 
to root it out, and plant another, you would probably 
be the gainer. An apple tree once set out and ina 
growing condition is worth ten dollars, and the man 
who can afford to spend at least one hour in prepar- 
ing the ground and setting out his tree, will find an 
ample reward. A tree thus planted will soon yield 
some return, and be increasing in value for the next 


twenty years. ‘

ed calls of farmers at our office for 


depth in order to get the best quality of sap. When 
the weather begins to be warm, a thick, slimy sub- 
stance collects on the bottom of the tubs. This will 
certainly sour the sap and injure the quality of the 
sugar. I give the following remedy: Take a small 
broom whisk, and as fast as the sap is gathered, let 
one man follow with a pail of water, turn in a little, 
brush it thoroughly with the whisk, turn it out and 
let drain a moment. If this plan is not practicable, 
leave a little sap in the tub, which is nearly as good 
as water. Sometimes it can be done after a rain storm 
when turning the water out. This operation should 
be performed at least twice in the season. At this 
late day, I presume nearly every farmer has good 
sheet-iron set en an arch, so we will not consume 
time in advocating so important an apparatus for 
making nice sugar. Soon after the sap begins to run, _ 
gather and boil as fast as possible. If delayed too 
long, the sap commenees to sour and the quality is in- 
jured. After boiling a few hours let it run down to 
syrup, turn it out, and begin with afresh supply of 
sap. My opinion is, that when boiling all day with- 
out running to syrup, it becomes oxydized, turns red 
and injures the golor. The syrup should stand a few 
hours to settle; then strain through a woolen cloth, 
add milk, about one pint to sixteen quarts of syrup. 
After the scum is taken off, strain again through a 
clean woolen strainer, boil it quick and it will sooa be 
ready to make an article which you will be proud to 
call maple sugar.”’ 





Ornithology of New England. 








We are glad to learn that Messrs. Nichols & Noyes 
of Boston have now in press, to be issued shortly, a 
work on the ‘Ornithology and Oology of New Eng- 
land,’’ from the pen of Mr. E. A. Samuels, a well 
known writer upon Natural History, and director of 
the Massachusetts State Cabinet. A work of this 
kind is much needed, and, judging from some of the 
proof sheets with whieh he have been favored, it will 
supply the wants of a reliable treatise, popular in its 
character, free from unnecessary technicalities, scien- 
tifically correct, and written in an entertaining style. 
The formule of characteristics of orders, families, 
genera, &c., will be the same as those in the [X vol- 
ume of Pacific R. R. Reports, by permission of Prof. 
Baird; the times of arrival and departures of each 
species will be given, their distribution, food, song, 
general habits and breeding characteristics, and the 
nest and eggs of each bird will be fully described, and 
many of the birds and eggs will be figured. 

Mr. Samuels has made this subject a study for 
years, and in the preparation of the volume has made 
use of his own observations, but where he has not had 
opportunities for studying some of the birds, the de- 
seriptions are taken from either Nuttall, Audubon, or 
Wilson, giving credit to such writers in all cases.— 
Especial attention has been given to clearing up the 
obscurity that surrounds many species of New Eng- 
land birds, and numerous errors that have been in- 
serted in the works of Audubon and others, are cor- 
rected. 

We learn there will be two editions of this work: 
one with colored plates of- eggs, and the other with 
plates uncolored. Both are to be printed on the best 
paper, in the best style possible, and the volume in 
type, size of page, paper and binding will exactly cor- 
respond with the new edition of Harris’ Treatise on 
Insects. We shall allude to it again hereafter.

For the Maine Farmer. 
Notes on the History of Wiiton--No. 3. 


At the first town meeting for business, held 
| August 29th, 1803, the town was divided into ten 
, school districts. As there were not then more than 

forty-five voters, the town at that time could not 
, have contained more than two hundred and fifty in- 
' habitants, probably less. This shows that the settle- 

ments were then scattered over the whole town. This 
| is easily accounted for, by the fact that the settlers 
chose hard wood ridges, as most easily cleared, and as 
| yielding the best crops on a burn. 

At the April meeting, 1814, a committee was chosen 
to inquire into the expediency of settling a town min- 
ister, to report at the next annual meeting. The com- 
mittee reported in 1815, ‘‘that, in their opinion, it was 
best to settle and have a stated and ordained minister 
of the Gospel.’” The town then chose E. Eaton, J. 
Tufts, H. Butterfield and C. Morse, a committee ‘‘to 
agree with some suitable person, to become a stated 
and ordained minister in the town of Wilton.’’ The 
committee reported that they had agreed with Nehe- 
miah Hunt, an ordained Methodist minister, &c, EI- 
der Hunt was to preach half of the time in Wilton, at- 
tend te parochial duties, &c., and for compensation, 
receive all the lands in Wilton given for the first set- 
tled minister, and the rents and profits of the lands 
for the use of the ministry, so long as he continued to 
be the town minister. He took his choice of the min- 
isterial lots, and very generously relinquished the oth- 
ers to the town. [t is shrewdly suspected by some of 
the old settlers, that this relinquishment was in ac- 
cordance with a private agreement with the town. 
He was dismissed about 1820, at his own request. 

The first meeting-house was erected about 1818, a 
little north of Nathan Miller’s, then Gideon Powers’. 
When the Methodists built their house at the village, 
they sold their old house to Capt. Additon, for fifty 
dollars; and it is now occupied by J. Trefethen, 
for a wood-house. 

When speaking of Elder Hunt or the old meeting 
house, the old settlers usually allude to a bear hunt. 
One Sunday morning a bear was seen to enter the 
woods near the meeting-house. The news was soon 
circulated for miles around, the woods surreunded, 
and the hunters par excellence, Capt Powers, H. 
Robbins and J. Robbins, with their d entered the 
woods in search of Mr. Bruin, whom they succeeded 
in killing. In the meantime, Elder Hunt was preach- 
ing in the meetin to the and children, 
and a few men who had not joined the bear hunt. In 
the midst of his sermon he found his hearers were 
paying no attention to him; and looking out of the 
window to see what attracted their attention, he saw 
the hunters returning, proudly bearing their trophy.

The bear was lain down before the house, and after 
curiosity was fully satisfied, they returned, and the 
Elder completed the services.

Cully, of Wilton. It isa yellow loam, derived from the 
decomposition of argilla muscle mud, which is com- 
ee chiefly of clay and lime; being attainable it may 
advantageously used when the soil needs ameliora- 
tion. It contains enough of carbonate of lime to pro- 
duce visible effervescence of acids.’” And on page 106 
respecting the same: ‘‘From the decomposition of 
neighboring limestone rocks, a small quantity of lime 
is found disseminated in the soil, and hence is produc- 
tive of crops of wheat. A specimen taken from 
the field of Mr. McCully, where a crop of forty-eighc 
bushels of wheat had been raised per acre, gave the 
following results, upon mechanical and chemical anal- 
ysis: pebbles, 175; sand, 162; fine soil, 663; total, 


But the great advantage that this has over many 
other towns, is its water power—affording many safe 
and cheap places for using this power. This is par- 
ticularly the case at Wilton village, where the water 
is taken directly from the pond, which, from the great 
depth of the water, retains the heat after the water is 
frozen over, the consequence of which is, that the wa- 
ter runs as clear in the winter as in the summer. 

Wilson’s Stream has its head in the mountains and 
highlands west and north, the several branches of 
which it is composed uniting above Wilson’s Pond in 
the south part of the town, thence running through 
the town in a northeast direction, receiving the waters 
from North Pond ubove East Wilton, to Farmington, 
passing through a corner of Chesterville, and furnish- 
ing the fine water power at Keith’s Mills, and empty- 
ing into S.ndy River above Farmington Falls. 

The fall from Wilson’s Pond to the upper mill pond 
at East Wilton, is one hundred and fifty feet, a large 
proportion of which is in the first three-fourths of a 
mile. There are now six dams in thisdistanee, across 
the main stream, and a good chance for more. There 
are several hundred acres of quite good intervale on 
Wilson’s Stream in this tewn, but not equal to that on 
the Sandy River.

Farmer’s Boys.

It is supposed that we were all boys once, an1 it is 
not so long since, with most of us, that we need te 
forget it. The fact is, we don’t realize it. We are 
apt to place the same responsibilities upon them that 
we do upon grown people, and think they must be just 
as steady and regular. But when we blame a boy for 
his unfaithfulness, let us recall our own history and 
experience at his age and compare them. Did not we 
skulk about to get clear of hard work and rainy-day 
jobs? They cannot be expected to to take that interest 
in our work that we should. ‘Boys will be boys,’’ 
and who would wish to see them otherwise? Nobody 
oxovpt uc. TOUS, woo-begone people who can somutty 
bear the noise of their own breath. Boys when 
young, should not be put under too severe restrictions, 
as they are apt to take more advantage of their liber- 
ty when they do obtain it. We have often seen those 
who were diligent and dutiful when young, turn out 
to be miserable and shiftless. They need most looking 
after when they usually get the least; when they be- 
gin to go about and take notice of other people, then 
they form those habits that are to remain with them 
through life. 


Farmers as a general thing, do not take pains 

enough to interest their boys, especially when they 
get large enough to be called “‘large boys.’’ There 
seems to be a lack of sympathy on their part; an es- 
trangement between them that I very much dislike to 
see. They rarely encourage boys in the pursuit they 
have followed. If they happen to be ‘decently smart”’ 
in regard to scholarship they must be sent to school 
and fitted for college without any regard to what busi- 
ness they are best adapted to. But the farm needs 
our noblest and most intellectual men. It is they who 
uphold the whole institution of agriculture at the 
present time, and when they have passed off the stage 
of being who but our present young men are to take 
their places? The best and most useful lesson that 
can be taught them is to help themselves. Teach 
them self reliance and their energies will be called 
forth, and the exercise of them all will determine the 
pursuit they are best adapted to. I regret to say that 
there are many young men among us who seem to 
have no object at all, except to dress, smoke and spit 
tobacco juice, and appear ridiculous to all cultivated 
eyesight. In winter they spend all the money they 
have earned the previons summer, spreeing, loafing, 
buying cigars, &c., while they live on their fathers’ 
hard earned bread. It is true, they havea baneful 
influence on those who would be otherwise sensible, 
especially those younger than themselves. They are 
a stagnant poolin eur great republic, breeding all 
manner of filth and wickedness. 
On the other hand, there are those simpering belles 
and sickly, sentimental lasses, fit only to keep them 
company. They area burden to their mothers and 
often to themselves.

The Degeneracy of Young Men. 





Messrs. Evirors :—In your paper of Jan. 17th I 
noticed under the heading of ‘*Degeneracy of Young 
Men,”’ some valuable hints to parents and guardians, 
but from the stand point from which I view human 
nature, it does seem to me that the writer was not suf- 
ficiently radical.

The apple trees that I set out 
bear well, even on the sandy knoll. And when I have 
passed the place, and seen the apple trees that I plant- 
ed bearing fruit, the pomegranates showing their rich 
luxuriance, and the oaks expanding into beautiful trees, 
I confess [ have felt a pang of regret at having left the 
place, and I am convinced that if we would make home 
attractive to our children, and induce them to stay 
with us in our old age, there are few greater persua- 


sives than a good orchard. Where I now live, in the 
edge of Sure, L Mave some very good land for or- 


charding, as far as soil is concerned, though the ex- 
posure is northwest. I have been advised to plough 
and manure it, plant screens, and set my trees. It is 
rich already, having been tured for some time. 
shall probably plough some of it, but that matter will 
proceed slowly, as it is very stony, some of it about 
impracticable for the plough. One way that I propose 
to proceed is this. I wili set my trees, (which are now 
about four feet high, raised by myself), not very deep, 
and as far as convenient between, and not over the large 
rocks, then set stakes round them, perhaps eight 
inches apart, making an enclosure about four feet in 
diameter and five feet high, then take slim aldars, of 
which I have plenty, and weave into the stakes makin 
a sort of wicker work, which I think will bea net 
protection for the young tree against the wind. I can 
then pasture with sheep if not with cattle. Thesheep 
will hover around the wicker protection, and make in- 
to manure, whatever brakes, muck or sods I may put 
there for that purpose, which may occasionally be 
thrown in to mulch and manure the tree.

Beet Sugar. 


We think we have important news regarding beet 
sugar. Last year a number of enterprising capitalists 
of Springfield, Illinois, organized a Company for the 
of making beet sugar. The place selected was 
at Chatsworth, Livingston County, Illinois, and the 
works were under the direction gf the Messrs. Gen- 
nert, the original projectcrs. 

They planted four hundred acres, mostly fresh 
prairie, and raised a crop of four thousand tons of 
fine beets, at a cost of four dollars a ton in the pits. 
The varieties were the White Silesian and the Imperial, 
and upon a test of various parts of the crop the aver- 
age yield of fair refining sugar is seven and one-half 
per cent. This is confirmed by analysis made at Bel- 
cher’s Sugar Refinery, St. Louis. hen refined, the 
yield is five and one-half per cent. of sugar, equal to 
New York refined B. Quite a number of ba have 
been made, and the works are in operation this win- 
ter. When all the beets are worked up, the yield 
must reach nearly 400,009 pounds of refined sugar. 
The starting of new works and expensive machinery 
are always difficult, and this Company has had its 
share, and there has been delay. But this delay has 
been of use in settling the question whether beets can 
be kept in large quantities during the fall and winter 
months. They find that the less during four months 
is only one per cent. The conclusion of this vast ex- 
periment, worthy of the Prairie State, is, that beets 
can be grown on the raw but rich soil of the West, as 
well as on the highly fertilized soils of Belgium and 
France; that the yield of sugar is almost precisely the 
same, and that the beets can be kept till they can be 
used

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1 Breaking Horses. 

Some may object to the term breaking as sa ive 
of the tragical and terrible. Well, that is pea. geron 
you want to describe when you speak of processes in 
Vogue. Colts run wild till they have attained nearly 
their full strength and have acquired very positive 
ideas about personal freedom and the rights of horses! 
Then all st once the man who has been passing him- 
eetfof as their owner, (a point not conceded by the 
“*party of the ether part,’’) takes it into his that 
he is in pressing need of their service, and sets him- 
self at once vigorously to work to get it. I will draw 
a veil over what follows; it is always sad to see brutes 
contending. I beg leave to add— 

First—That colts should be handled and made tame 
from the very start. 

Second—They should be accustomed to the harness 
and made to draw light loads when two or three 
old, but never put to severe business till they are seven 
or eight. 

Third—A broke horse should back as well as draw; 
should obey the rein promptly, and be made to avoid 
& slouching gait; should always stop at the word, 
should be familiar with rai engines in full blast; 
and be accustomed to things about his heels; show no 
repugnance to the country’s flag, and accept a milita- 
ry escort with perfect composure, No horse is edu- 
cated—‘*‘broke’’ if you please,—till he has been made 
familiar with all these thi No horse should ever 
be sent out to work his way in the world till he is in- 
capable of taking fright at anything. I have seen a 
cavalry horse hold perfectly still, and not even wink, 
when a bludgeon was swung furiously within two 
inches of his head. 

Fourth—All, except heavy draft horses, should be 
trained for riding. They should obey the rein, walk, 
trot or gallop, as desired, and keep the gait they are 
put on till required to change. There is an ease and 
regularity of motion observable in circus horses that 
greatly assists the rider and makes pastime of what is 
nearly allied te torture when the animal is in a crude 
and undisciplined state. Horseback riding should be 
vastly more common than it is among men and wo- 
men, boys and girls. 

Fifth—Now is the time to break colts and steers, 
before the busy time comes;—it is hard to practice the 
cardinal virtue in horse-breaking, patience, when we 
are in a hurry.

Useful Recipes.--Cakes. 


Honey Cake. Take halfa gallon of honey, put it 
into an iron pot, and boil it a short time, then stir in 
three pounds of wheat flour, and add half a pound of 
butter; dissolve half a quarter ef potash in half a pint 
of new milk, add it tothe rest, and leave it to stand un- 
til the next morning, then mix them up, but do not 
make it as stiff as bread dough; take a little milk and 
honey, and wash them over the top. 

Scorcn Cake. Stir to a cream one pound of sugar, 
and three quarters ef a pound of butter, put in the 
juice and grated rind of a lemon, a wineglassfull of 
brandy. Separate the whites and yolks of nine eggs, 
beat them to a froth, and stir them into the cake, then 
add a pound of sifted flour, and just before it is put 
into the pans, a pound of seeded raisins. 

Wasuincton Cake. Take three-quarters of a pound 
of flour, one-half pound of butter, three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar, four eggs, one cup of cream, a wine- 
glassful of brandy, one-half pound of raisins, one nut- 
meg, one-half tablespoonful of lemon juice, one tea- 
spoonful of saleratus. Bake four hours very slow.

New Vegetables. 


Earty Sesec Potato. Mauch attention has been 
given to the improvement of the potato; several excel- 
lent seedlings have been introduced. Among all these, 
however, the Sebec has preved the most reliable, being 
earlier than the Goodrich, producing quite as abun- 
dantly, and of superier quality. It is similar in gen- 
eral appearance to the Jackson White, and is unaoubt- 
edly a seedling from it, as it was feund, we believe, in 
a field where these were grown. It matures fit for the 
market in from sixty to sixty-five days. 

Giant Wax Poppep Bean. A new and very ex- 
cellent variety, introduced last year from Philadelphia. 
It is a vigorous grower, attaining the height of eight 
feet, clinging well to the poles, and producing pods 
full eight inches long and quite broad, which are very 
succulent and tender, and remarkable for their beau- 
tiful appearance when ready for use; the pods assume 
@ fine waxen color, and remain light colored after 
cooking, and in flavor are particularly mild and deli- 
cate. It cannot be ranked among the early varieties, 
but it is a superior one for stringing. The beans when 
ripe are red. 

Daew's New Dwarr Pea, introduced a year or two 
ago, is @ very great acquisition, embracing the qualities 
of an excellent pea, sodwarf and bushy as not to require 
any stock, and of a quality equal to the well known 
Champion of Fngiand, It isa medium early, and a 
full sized pea.—Hovey’s Magazine of Horticulture. 





Re-stocking Rivers with Fish. 


Legislatures in the Eastern States are all co-operat- 
ing heartily in the effort te restore choice varieties of 
fish te those rivers in which have been extermi- 
nated through the agency of mill dams and other ar- 
tificial barriers. In almost every State commissioners 
have been appointed to study the habits of fish in the 
ascent of rivers to their spawning beds, and laws have 
been passed to secure the piscatory tribes in the rights 
of propagating their es. In Massachusetts, with 
the approval of the New Hampshire commissioners, 
substantial progress has been made by constructing 
fish-ways on the Merrimac river at Lowell and Law- 
rence. That at Lowell is of the kind known as the 
*‘double stair,’’/consisting of parallel lines of tanks, 
each of which is twelve feet square and a foot higher 
| than the one next below, all built of masonry and tim- 
ber, to resist the ice and freshets. The fish-way at 
Lawrence is a kind of sloping dam, twelve feet wide, 
with a fall of one foot in ten and intermediate tanks 
in which the fish may rest.

Fish Guano. 








In Board of Agriculture, Jan. 26th, Mr, Wasson’s 
report on Topic No, 12, “Can artificial manurés ‘be 
profitably used, and if so, what kinds and to whdt 
extent?’’ being up for final passage, Mr. Goopare 
spoke as follows : 

The inquiries of the topic under consideration ‘have 
involved matters of umgnitade as to warrant 
close and thoreugh investigation. The opinion of one 
member of the Board has been given that the majori- 
ty of our farms cannot afford te buy artificial fertili- 
zers. He does not intimate that these same farmers 
do not need them. What then isto be inferred, but 
that they cannot afford to be successful? For it is 
undoubtedly true that, when we survey the whole 
field of agricultural operations, we that when- 
ever manures are used at all, the highest success 
vails in those countries and districts where artificial 
manures are most freely used to make up the deficien- 
cies of home supplies. This is as true as it is that, 
in the same sections, the greatest economy and skill 
are put forth in the saving and utilizing all which the 
home farm can supply. 

The positions of the report are, iu my opinion, well 
taken. With regard to plaster, it is impossible to 
foretell its effects upon any given soil with any tolera- 
ble certainty without actual trial. The factis un- 
questionable that it oftentimes returns tenfold its cost, 
and at others no effect is perceived. 

In the year 1861, I gave considerable attention to 
the matter of marine manures, and the subject form- 
ed the staple of my repert for that year. Among 
these, fish gaano holds a prominent place, In fact, it 
is the only one available tothe inland farmer. As 
you are probably aware fish guano isa side product 
of the manufacture of fish ail. This branch of in- 
dustry has greatly increased since the date of the re- 
port befere alluded te. Along our coast line are now 
found numerous large establishments furnished with 
steam boilers, hydraulic presses and other apparatus 
for conducting the business on a large scale, where six 
years ago there were only a few open kettles and hand 
presses. It is the refuse of these establishments, va- 
riously termed fish ‘*pomace’’ ‘‘scrap’’ and ‘‘chum’” 
which should be the basis of a good fish guano. As 
soon as it comes from the press the cake ought to be 
broken up and thoroughly dried at once. Afterwards 
it Should be ground and barrelled, But, hitherto, 
comparatively little attention has been paid to this 
refuse. The profits onoil making, have frequently 
been very large; in some eases a fortune has been ac- 
cumulated from a single year’s opperation, and the 
refuse was soon thrown asideto bring what it might. 
Its price has increased a deal, for whereas for- 
mer!y it was sold at fifty centsa cart load, it now 
commands from ten to twenty dollars a ton, varying 
with its condition and the demand. For the most 
= this fish refuse goes out of the State, and either 

assachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsylvania or Mary- 
land uses more of it than Maine does. Thousands of 
tons are thus annually exported, and goto enrich 
other sections, while our hungry fields at home are 
allowed to cry in vain for more manure. Let the rea- 
sons for it be what they may, the fact is obvious that 
the farmers of Maine are less willing to expend their 
money for artificial fertilizers than are the farmers of 
other States. One reason may be thet, doing business 
on a smaller scale they require larger profits, and this 


jarge merchakt may be content With VRdo Moa 6 Hatt 
or five per cent. profit and realize more income frem 
it than the retail dealer who sells the same goods at 
ten, twenty-five or even fifty per cent. advance on the 
cost. But how many farmers are content with a 
profit of twenty-five or even fifty per centon what 
they expend for manure? How many who spend ten 
dollars are content with less than twenty or thirty 
dollars in return? One would not expect to find a 
trader or manufacturer lending money at six or eight 
per cent., when by using it in his husiness he could 
make it bring in twenty per cent., but would it excite 
any surprise to find a farmer doing this same thing? 
No harm would come of it, if farmers would have 
more faith in their business and he willing to invest 
more of their means in manure, in drains and in the 
other improvements which will pay good interest.— 
Another reason is that they are sometimes deceived or 
cheated in the artificial manures which they buy. A 
very good reason this for caution, but not for rejecting 
altogether; any more than because they sometimes 
take a bad bill that bank notes should be refused alto- 
gether. If there was no genuine, there would be no 
inducement to counterfeit. 


Artificial manures fail to possess the virtues ex- 
pected of them from a variety of causes. Thus the 
cheap guanoes come from countries where rain falls

ple will demand. 

We are sure of one thing: that the antecedents and 
private character and habits of the candidates for this 
office, Will be scrutinited as they have never been 
before. The moral sentiment of the nation will be 
united in this thing. We believe the time has gone by 
for mere availability to be the recommendation for the 
office. It has proved a complete failure in the past. 
Men who have been suddenly lifted into the important 
position of President of the United States, on the sole 
recommendation of their availability, have only served 
to strengthen the opposition of their enemies, and hurl 
them down to their proper level. American votersat 
the present day, read the newspapers and think for 
themselves. No dragooning can deprive intelligent 
men of their independence of thought in a certain de- 
gree. Political seekers for this office have always fuil- 
ed. There is an icstinctive shrinking on the part of 
the American people, from this class of men, and the 
high hopes in which such men indulge, are generally 
dashed to the ground. We have no respect or confi- 
dence in a man for President, whose private life has 
been stained by habits of intemperance, or other vi- 
cious habits. Such a man is not fit for the office, 
whatever talents he may possess. Dishonesty of char- 
acter is a most despicable trait in any man, and espee- 
jally in a public officer. Many men are looking to the 
Generals of this nation for @ candidate. We confess 
to a shrinking from this class of men, for various rea- 
gons. In the first place, we do not know of one really 
fit for the place, or one likely to be nominated who 
would not betray the hopes of the party that elected 
him. Others may think otherwise. Men who have 
acquired renown on the battle field, too often lose their 
laurels upon engaging in political life. 

We emphatically need for the next few years, a man 
ef broad and comprehensive views—a man who can 
survey the whole nation at a glanee, and recognize its 
wants; who can deal justly and fairly with the South 
as well as the North, and who can allay the passions of 
men rather than kindle them up by his acts. To 
make the South loyal, and wheel all the States into 
one common brotherkood, are important duties, whieh 
will devolve on the next President. In short, the na- 
tion wants a good man in the right place. For such 
@ man we shall vote, if he ean be found. 





Tus Last Revotutionarny Soxpizr. The papers 
have recently announced the death of the last revolu- 
tionary pensioner, Samuel Downing, of New York. 
The history of a hundred years past, is one that would 
fill the shelves of the largest library in the world, 
should it all be written. For one man to live through 
all this period, fills the mind with emotions of the 
vastness of the aggregate of human actions on this 
globe. Since the birth of that soldicr, men have lived, 
passed through a career of world-wide renown, and 
long since have been numbered with the past. Hun- 
dreds of millions of mien have lived in that time, whose 
graves and memory are entirely forgotten. One hun- 
dred years ago, the inhabitants of what now constitutes 
these United States did not number many more than 
some single States of the Union. A nation has been 
born, and grown toa first class power, with an ex- 
pansive energy that has never been witnessed in 
any nation of modern times, and with a future before 
her that bids fair to throw all ether nations into the 
shade. We know nothing about the history of the last 
survivor of our revolutionary history, but we think 
that a national statue should be erected to the momory 
of such a man, which should of itself reflect the char- 
acter of our fathers in its costume, and above all, in 
its determined expression te resist all and every act of 
tyranny. 

There is another class of men, of a later generation, 
who are rapidly passing away—the men who sus- 
tained and honored the American flag in the war of 
1812. They only carried out what our revolutionary 
fathers but fairly initiated. They caused the flag of 
our country to be respected by foreign powers, and by 
their hard-fought battles on sea and on land, taught 
their foes some stern lessons, with reference to their 
rights among the nations of the earth. A large num- 
ber of this class of men, were among those who cleared 
away the forests, and enlarged the habitable bounda- 
Ties of this country. For many years after the war of 
1812, the country was poor and in debt. Young men 
‘struggled hard to make for themselves a new home, 
and now we, their descendants, are enjoying the fruits 
of their toil. It is becoming us, while we honor the 
heroes of the war, which has prevented our great re- 
public from being rent asunder, not to forget those 
who have laid the foundation of that great temple of 
Liberty, which is to give protection to millions of be- 
ings yet unborn.

Tux Smartest Orv Lapy rer. Mrs. Betsey Ward 
of Belgrade, formerly of Sidney, (where. she lived 
seventy years in one house,) now ninety years of age, 
has spun, on an average, for the last ten years, 400 
skeins of yarn, and woven 26 yards of cloth per year; 
and has knit 5 pairs of stockings and as many pairs of 
leggings within the past three months.

day she spun thirteen. She is seventy-two years of 
age.

They 
looked healthy and im good condition. We saw no 
haggard faces as if pinched for food. The Superin- 


ply of milk in connection with other food. Probably 
they get as good milk, to say the least, from the cows 
on the tarm as city people do generally, We expected 
to see a large majority of the bcys with an expression 
of countenance bordering on stupidity or villany.— 
But we saw nothing of the kind. We think they ap- 
peared as well, with as many countenances beaming 
with good humor, as could be seen in any school in 
“the-country. We were informed by Mr. Barrows, the 
Superintendent, that there were as bright, intelligent 
boys in the school as could be-found any where. The 
only trouble was, they had been neglected children. 
The school-room hes all the appliances of a good 
school. 

We text passed into the work shop where a large 
number were bottoming chairs, This is light and 
easy work for the boys. Another room is deveted to 
shoe-making. Here we saw several boys who had 
finished their task and were engaged in reading books 
taken fiom the library. Another room was devoted 
to making and mending clothes, and knitting stock- 
ings. We saw one little fellow of some eight years 
old, who had volunteered to come here as the best 
home he could find in this broad world. He was 
knitting a stocking as intent and as fast as anybody. 
After supper we were invited to address the boys, 
which we did, and found as interested an audience as 
we could desire. They are fond of attention and ap- 
probation, and have their own code of honor among 
themselves. Their singing was good and should be 
more generally practiced. Benevolent individuals 
could do no better thing than furnish a teacher of mu- 
sic for them, as they have no funds at present for that 
purpose. 

Much attention is paid to the merals of the beys. 
Public services are regularly held in the chapel each 
Sabbath, and a large number of teachers in Sabbath 
Schools from Portland volunteer their serviccs for the 
benefit of the boys. 

The farm is emphatically a hay farm. Four hun- 
dred and fifty thousand brick were manufactured the 
last year, besides a lot of drain tile. It is eontemplat- 
ed to devote a portion of the land to gardening as be- 
ing better adapted to the boys than heavy farm work. 

We regret to learn of the resignation of Mr. Bar- 
rows, the Superintendent. He has had a heavy load 
of care upon him during his administration. Some- 
how there has not been a correct idea of the difficul- 
ties attending such a position by the public generally, 
not even by those who have the oversight of the school. 
There has been something a little wrong about this 
mitter.

The Mayor is the chief tive Magistrate of the 
City, and it is his duty to be vigilant and active in 
causing the laws and regulations of the City to be ex- 
ecuted and enforced, to exercise a general supervision 
over the conduct of all subordinate officers, and to 
cause their violations or neglect of duty to be pun- 
ished. Therefore, in the exercise of authority, I 
shall claim the right to regulate and the doings 
of all of the subordinate officers, as occasion shall re- 

uire. I shall require a monthly’ return from the 

verseers of the Poor of the names of supplied 
and the amount to each furnished, and that they 
adopt a system whereby one member of the Board 
shall not supply penpere he an eae without 
the knowledge of the whole Board. I shall require-of 
the Street Suantslédlcners, if you shal! determine to 
elect such officers, that a monthly return of their ex- 
penditures shall be made, and that they shall adopt 
some system whereby the roads shall be repaired in 
the most economical manner. About $4,500 has been 
absolutely squandered and thrown away the past year 
for the want of s and proper management in the 
highway department, and it is absolutely necessary 
that there should be a reform. It will be for you to 
determine whether you will continue the present 
method of choosing two Street Commissioners or not. 
A great reform can be had under the present system 
if good Street Commissioners shall be elected,—men 
who know their duty and power, and dare perform it. 

The Executive power of the City, generslly, and 
the administration of police, is vested in the Mayor 
and Aldermen, except the appointment of a City Mar- 
shal, and his duties are clearly defined by the City 
Ordinances. 

It is the duty of the City Council to eleet and ap- 
point annually, on the third Monday of March, or as 
soon thereafter as conveniently may be, all the sub- 
ordinate officers of the City, to define their duties and 
fix their compensation, in cases where such duties and 
compensation shall not be defined and fixed by the 
laws of the State, and may, ly concurrent vote, re- 
move officers when in their opinion sufficient cause for 
removal exists; therefore the first duty to be perform- 
ed by you, is the election of subordinate officers of the 
City, and it is of importance that competent, faithful 
and efficient men shall be elected to the various offices. 

An act amending our City charter has been passed 
by the last Legislature, which provides that no mem- 
ber of the Council shall be elected to any subordinate 
office. This had become necessary in consequence of 
the log-rolling system which had obtained to such an 
extent as to greatly jeopardise the interests of the 
City; you, therefore, being ineligible to the offices, 
| yourselves, should have no motive but the interest of 
| the City im the election of subordinate officers. 

The most important officers to be elected are the 
Assessors, a8 it requires men of good judgment and 
strong nerves. They are opposed in their duties at 
every step, and in making up their assessments they 
have to be very vigilant in order to find the property 
that is liable to taxation, and I know from experience 
that it is the most difficult office to perform the duties 
of that any man can hold. There are many men in 
the City that are competent to perform the duties of 
Assessors, but they do not desire to hold the office, and 
the penalty for non-acceptance is so small that their 
services cannot be obtained by compulsion. The office

It is enough to make one 
shudder to meet so many persons with bloated faces 
and blood shot eyes, and to hear of young men reeling 
home in the night from their carousals, and if such 
things are to continue it will not long be safe to walk 
the streets. It is hardly safe now. The doings of the 
past week are enough to cause us all to consider and 
to determine whether rumselling and gambling shall 
be continued or not. By an act of the Legislature 
passed at the late session, the inhabitants of the State 
are required to vote upon the acceptance or rejection 
of a very stringent law for the suppression of drink- 
ing houses and tippling shops, the meeting to be held 
on the first Monday of June. As the administration 
of police is under the control of the Mayor and Alder- 
men, I hope we shall be able to obtain the services of 
temperate and faithful police officers. Much depends 
upon the private character of police officers. If their 
characters are not good they will not be respected. 

The City having assumed the habilities of the Au- 
gusta Free Bridge Company, the Kennebee Bridge is 
now a free bridge, and has become a part of our pub- 
lic highway, to bg forever free. The deed transferring 
the same to the City, will be delivered as soon as the 
nec p.pere are completed. The liabilities of 
said company are $10,200, and the resources are cash 
in the City Treasury with interest due thereon, about 
$4,240, which will be increased a few hundred dol- 
lars when the affairs of the bridge are all settled. 
Two thousand five hundred dollars principal, and six 
hundred dollars interest, will become payable the pres- 
ent year, and there being ample funds in the Treas- 
ury to pay the same, belonging to the bridge, it will 
not be necessary to include that item in the appropria- 
tions, except asa part of the City debt. 

Our Common Sehool do not come under the direc- 
tion or control of the City Council. All that you 
have been required to do is to appropriate the money 

for their maintenance. The Districts 
choose their own Agents, and expend their money; 
but no money is drawn from the Treasury unless the 
bills are presented and approved.by the agents. The 
former practice of allowing the Agents to take the 
money from the Treasury and never account for it 
having some years since been broken up, the only 
item of expenditure on account of schools that comes 
directly before you, is for furnishing school books for 
scholars whose parents are unable or unwilling to 
furnish them, ‘There is a looseness and uncertainty 
in that matter that requires attention. The Commit- 
tee on Scheols and School Districts may well be re- 
quired to attend to it. So far as I know, the amount 
we have raised for schools the past year, $6000 is all 
that can be profitably expended. “Many of the Dis- 
tricts derive but little benefit from.their money. The 
ple do not take that interest in their schools that 
they should, and some of the Districts have school- 
houses none too good for sheep pens, and it may be- 
come necessary for you some time during the year to 
cause new houses to be built in some of the Districts, 
and the inhabitants thereof taxed to pay the cost, as 
an act has been passed by the last Legislature which 
requires houses to be built whenever the Superintend- 
ing Scheol Committee shall make written application 
therefor. The Village School District is incorporated 
by itself, embracing several original Districts, and 
they annually raise an additional sum of money for 
schools, by taxation, over the amount of their ion 
of the money raised by the City, They have a Board 
of oar wen er the whole control of their = 
fairs. ey em the most competent teachers, an 
have their schools graded, and they are understood to 
be of a high order.

C. Third 
District, consisting of the States of Georgia, Florida, 
and Alabama, to be commanded by Maj. Gen. G. H. 
Thomas, headquarters at Montgomery, Ala. Fourth 
District, consisting of the States ef Mississippi and 
Arkansas, to be commanded by Brev. Mj. Gen. J. O. 
C. Ord, headquarters to be at Vicksburg, Miss. Fifth 
District, consisting of the States of Louisiana and Tex- 
as, to be commanded by Maj. Gen. P. H. Sheridan, 
headquarters at New Orleans, La.’’

Tue SupPLementary Reconsrauction Bi. The 
following are the provisions of the bill reported to the 
| Senate by Mr. Trumbull, supplementary to the law 
| passed at the close of the late session of Congress for 
| the government of the rebel States. It provides the 
| mecessary machinery for putting the law. into opera- 
| tion and making it effectual for the purpose for which 

it was enacted, namely, the re-organization and re- 
construction of the rebel States upon a loyal basis, 
| and guaranteeing to the loyal citizens thereof without 
| regard to color or race all the rights and privileges of 
| citizenship : 

The first section provides for registration before the 
| Ist day of September, in each district of all male citi- 
zens of the United States of legal age, resident in each 
| county or parish in the State or States included in the 
| District, which registration shall be made under direo- 
| tion of the commanding General, and include only 

those persons who are qualified to vote for delegates 
by the act of March 2, and who shall have taken and 
| subscribed the following oath or affirmation : 
| I do hereby solemnly swear or affirm that [ am not 
| excluded from the right to vote by the 5th and 6th 
sections of said act to provide for the more efficient 
government of the rebel States, that [ will support the 
Constitution and obey the laws of the United States, 
and that I will to the best of my ability encourage all 
others to do the same, so help me God.’’ Which oath 
or affirmation may be administered by any registering 
officer. 

Section second provides for the election of delegates 
at such yme as the commanding General shal! direct, 
of which at least 30 days’ public notice shall be given, 
to aconvention for the purpose of establishing a consti- 
tution and civil government for such State loyal to the 
Union. The said convention in each State, except 
Virginia, to consist of the same number of members as 
the most numerous branch of the State Legislature in 
such States in 1860, to be apportioned among the 
several districts, counties or parishes of such States by 
the commanding General, giving to each Representa- 
tive in the ratio of voters registered as nearly as moy 
be. 

In Virginia the Convention shall consist of the same
